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Squad car kills 
Palatine woman

A 21-year-old Palatine Township woman was killed Wednes- 


day night when her auto was struck almost head-on by a 
Schaumburg police squad car. The patrolman driver has been 
relieved of duty. 


Christine Lovan, 1079 N. Deer Ave., driver of one of the 


cars, died four hours after the accident which occurred about 
11:35 p.m. on Roselle Road just south of Thacker Street. 


She was transported to Northwest Community Hospital In 


Arlington Heights after Schaumburg firefighters worked 
feverishly to free her body from the wreckage. 


Patrolman David Mabbitt, 24, suffered a sprained back, 


cuts and bruises and was treated at the same hospital and 
released. Mabbitt a policeman for a year, was charged by 
Sheriff's Police with improper passing. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Conroy has filed a depart- 


mental charge Involving care of equipment against Mabbitt. 
Conroy said the State's Attorney's Office is awaiting a coro- 
ner's inquest to see if other charges arc warranted. 


The squad car and the Lovan vehicle were demolished. The 


engine block of the police vehicle was torn away by the Im- 
pact of the near head-on collision. 


POLICE SAID MABBITT was driving south on Roselle 


Road and passed a slower vehicle on the two-lane road. He 
was swinging his car back into his lane of traffic when he 
sldeswiped a northbound car driven by Roy Struve, 27, of 707 
E. Algonquin Rd., Arlington Heights, authorities said. 


The squad car then crashed with the Lovan car, which was 


just behind the Struve car, authorities reported. Struve was 
not Injured in the accident. 


Sheriff's Police handled the accident investigation because 


the Schaumburg Police Dept. has a policy of having state or 
county police investigate mishaps involving squad cars. 


Mabbitt, who was to go on vacation today, has been re- 


lieved of duty, but his pay will not be withheld pending a 
hearing by the fire and police commission on the department 
charge, Conroy said. Mabbitt is scheduled to appear March 12 
in the Niles branch of Circuit Court on the traffic charge. 


2nd Harper 
campus plan 
gains support

Residents of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 


and Prospect Heights who attended a 
meeting with the Harper College Board 
of Trustees Thursday expressed support 
for a second Harper campus near their 
communities. 


Unlike residents of Arlington Heights 


and Mount Prospect who attended ear- 
lier meetings with tho college board and 
asked skeptical questions about tho col- 
lege's second campus plans, the 30 per- 
sons who attended Thursday's meeting in 
Wheeling indicated by their questions 
support of tho second campus. 


Tho tone of tho mooting was set by 


Wheeling Village Pros. Tod C. Scanlon 
who said that when ho first hoard of tho 
college's plans and showed representa- 
tives of tho college around Wheeling 
looking for vacant land "I got a great 
fooling built up that pretty soon we'd 
have the college in our backyard." He 
told tho board no was disappointed by 
delay In getting tho land for tho sito. 


HARPER BOARD Pros. William Kelly 


told Scanlon, "Wo should put you in 
charge of tho public relations program 
for tho second site." Ho explained that 
the college is negotiating with tho Mayo 
Clinic for purchase of land at Palatine 
and Schoonbcck roads in Arlington 
Heights and that "we'll move as quickly 
as tho law allows" on tho second site. 


College Prcs. Robert Lnhtl said that ho 


anticipates a referendum In tho fall to 
raise funds to buy tho second sito if ncgo- 
tiatiotn with tho Mayo Clinic go smoothly 
and tho college is ablo to get quick ap- 
proval for tho purchase from tho Illinois 
Community College Board. 


Board members also explained to resi- 


dents of tho Lake County part of Buffalo 
Grove that legislation will be needed be- 
fore that area could join tho Harper Col- 
lego district. Tho area, served by the 
Stevenson High School district, recently 
voted to take Itself out of tho Lake Coun- 
ty Community College District. 


Board member Marilyn Maricr ex- 


plained that until a law is passed allow- 
ing tho area to join tho Harper district, 
tho Stevenson High School district will bo 
charged tho difference between in-dls- 
trict and out-of-distrlct Harper tuition for 
residents of the area who attend Harper. 


MRS. MARIER also said that the 


educational program for tho college's 
second campus has not been planned and 
that plans now call for no building on tho 
site until I960. However, she said tho sec- 


ond campus will bo planned to try to 
minimize the distance a student would 
have to travel between tho new campus 
and the college's campus in Palatine. 


"There arc some programs — like den- 


tal hygiene — that require high capital 
costs that we couldn't duplicate at tho 
second campus, but philosophically, we 
want to make the second campus a real 
campus with full facilities." 


College Vice Prcs. William Mann said 


purchase, of the second campus with a 
bond issue, would probably add 80 cents 
to $1 to tho property tax bill of a resident 
of the district Tho state, he said, will 
pay 75 per cent of the cost of the land 
and the cost of construction.

Federal assistance unavailable 
Trustee Rech urges village 
create job-referral agency

Buffalo Grove Trustee Clarice Rech has 


proposed a village job-referral agency to 
help unemployed Buffalo Grove residents 
find jobs. 


Mrs. Rech sold she will urge the vil- 


lage board to discuss the possibility at 
future workshop sessions. 


Unemployment and financial problems 


that have plagued other areas arc not 
severe In Buffalo Grove, but Mrs. Rech 
and Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said they 
have received several calls from finan- 
cially troubled residents. Mrs. Rech said 
four village residents have contacted her 
recently, some were behind In their hous- 
ing payments, she said. 


LARSON SAID there is little the vil- 


lage can do now, other than refer resi- 
dents to Wheoling and Vernon Township 
officials and the local chamber of com- 
merce for financial or job assistance. 


"Our hands are tied because of finan- 


cial constraints," Larson said. The vil- 
lage would like to hire a civil engineer 
and another building Inspector but Buf- 
falo Grove's tight money situation mokes 
It impossible to fill the positions, Larson 
added. 


In addition, the village recently was 


notified by Cook County officials that 
Buffalo Grove does not qualify for feder-

nl job assistance funds because the job- 
less rate hero is lower than in other 
areas. 


THE FUNDS ARE awarded to commu- 


nitics on a priority basis to areas where 
unemployment is more severe. 


With federal funds, Larson said five or 


six employes could have been hired to 
work on various village projects, the golf 
course or in the public works depart- 
ment. 


One step officials ore taking is to con- 


tact the state employment office to see 
what can be done for residents with em- 
ployment problems. 


Otherwise,. Larson said persons will 


be 
referred 
to 
township 
agencies 


that can provide needy residents with 
emergency financial aid. 


MRS. JANE KLATT, director of social 


services for Wheeling Township, said she 
did not know how many requests for as- 
sistance have come from Buffalo Grove 
but said the number has been low. 


She said Wheeling Township has no job 


program of its own but refers unem- 
ployed persons to state employment ser-. 
vices. 
' 


A Vernon Township spokesman, Mrs. 


Frances Wilkins, said no requests for fi- 
nancial aid have come from Lake County 
Buffalo Grove. 


Most of their requests have come from 


the Vernon Hills area of the township, 
and said general assistance is not a "big 
issue." 


Unemployment cases arc sent to the 


state employment service in Waukegan, 
she said. 


LARRY SCHWARTZ, president'of the 


Buffalo Grove Chamber of Commerce, 
said the organization has set up a special 
consumer committee to help unemployed 
local residents find jobs. 


Schwartz said merchants who are 


members of the chamber and have job 
openings will provide work for persons

Catholic TV gets 
cool response 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


The newest addition to Chicago media 


— Catholic Television Network — Is 
being accepted with a degree of coolness 
by local parochial schools. 


Tho network, sponsored by tho Arch- 


diocese of Chicago, will be dedicated 
Monday and soon will be available to 
schools and parishes throughout tho Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. 


Although CTN has been In tho planning 


stages for four years, some local school 
officials were surpirsod whan they wore 
suddenly told that it was on its way and 
they would be "taxed" for an antenna 
and receiver sets to link them to tho 
closed-circuit network. 


SISTER CONNIE, principal of St. Step- 


hen's School, Des Plalncs, described her 
Immediate reaction as "why didn't any- 
one ask us, tho educators. 


"We weren't asked, we were told and a 


lot of people reacted negatively to that," 
she said. "I think most of us know that 
this was in the planning stages for sev- 
eral years. Many educators knew that it 
would be used." 


Sister Connie and many other local 


principals attended a number of work- 
shops on CTN and somo have softened 
their attitude towards It. "When you look 
at It In a broader vision you can see it's 
got other benefits. It will not only be di- 
rected to tho classroom but to the adults 
in tho parish as well. We are especially 
hopeful that It will help with religious 
education." 


CTN will be hooked up to 420 parishes 


In tho Chicago area, Including 396 ele- 
mentary parochial schools. It will broad- 
cast over four channels on a special fre- 
quency that will bo transmitted In this 
area from repeater towers In Schnum- 
burg and Mundelcln. 


MORE THAN 30 educational series will 


bo broadcast during tho daytime to 
schools. A block of time has been sched- 
uled when there will bo no planned pro- 
gramming on some channels so that 
teachers can order programs of their 
choice to be aired. Charles Hinds, execu- 
tive director of CTN, said the network 
will be able to respond to requests for 
specific programs within 48 hours on a 
first come first served basis. 


"Many school programs run only 10 or 


14 minutes, in keeping with a child's at- 
tention span," he said. "There will also 
be a tremendous variety available to the 
schools — from art programs to religious 
education.

"Schools would not be able to have in 


their libraries what we arc nblo to pro- 
duce," Hinds said. "Wo are offering 
them resource materials they would not 
otherwise bo ablo to afford." 


In addition to classroom programming, 


CTN will broadcast programs specifi- 
cally for senior citizens, Catholic wom- 
en's clubs, the clergy and teachers. They 
will also produce programs geared to tho 
Spanish and Polish speaking commu- 
nities, as well as adult and vocational 
shows. 


SISTER KATHERINE MARY, princi- 


pal of St. Mary's School, Buffalo Grove, 
said ono benefit she sees with the new 
network is that teachers will no longer 
have to travel to Chicago for workshops. 


St. Mary's should bo hooked up and 


ready to receive programs Monday. Sis- 
ter Katherino Mary sold teachers have 
ordered manuals to help them work with' 
tho programs and this year, at least, 
they will attempt to fit the CTN pro- 
grams into tho schedule. "Next year we 
may schedule around it. We'll have a 
much better idea onco wo start using it." 


It will cost local parishes about $2,700 


to tie into CTN — and this is one factor 
that has contributed to local grumblings. 
"All of us are operating on very tight 
budgets," said one principal. "If they 
gnvo us a choice we would have probably 
said no, we can't afford it. Now we have 
to try'and figure out how to pay for it." 


"If it were up to the parish school 


alone to finance it we couldn't do It," 
said Sister Connie. "We will share in the 
cost with the parish so we should be able 
to do it. But It's true — where finances 
arc concerned — everybody Is faced with 
some problems." 


THE PRODUCERS OF CTN promise 


quality color programming — exciting 
and creative resource and educational 
material. They also hope to bring the 3.5 
million Chicago-area Catholics together, 
giving them an Insight Into other neigh- 
borhoods and parishes. "We want to be 
the mirror of the Archdiocese," said 
Hind. "Some parishes are doing fantastic 
things and nobody knows about it." 


"It has some very creative possi- 


bilities," sold Sister Katherine Mary op- 
timistically. "I will accept this new pro- 
gram as openly as I would a new student 
who walks through the door. There he is 
all fresh and new. We havo a lot to learn 
about him." 


Paddock seeks $1.5 million damages 


A lawsuit charging commission of 


fraud, breach of fiduciary duties and vio- 
lation of the U. S. Securities Laws has 
been filed Jan. 28 In U. S. District Court 
against Robert K. Burns, a professor at 
the University of Chicago, and John R. 
Malonc of Park Forest. The suit, brought 
by The Paddock Corp., seeks damages of 
$1.5 million. 


Burns and Malonc aro former directors 


and current minority .stockholders of 
Paddock Corp., publisher of nine dally 
newspapers in northwest Cook County 
and six weekly newspapers in Lake 
County. 


Paddock's suit charges that the fraud 


and other illegal acts were committed in 
1972 and 1973 In transactions with Associ- 
ated Newspaper Group, a corporation 
owned chiefly by Burns and partly by 
Mnlone. 


The suit states that In 1972 ANG used 


securities to purchase Crescent News- 
papers from Paddock and in 1973 that 
ANG Issued further securities to Pad- 
dock. Crescent Newspapers arc publish- 
ed in Downers Grove. 


PADDOCK CHARGES that it was In- 


duced to accept tho ANG securities be- 
cause B u r n s "fraudulently" mis- 
represented the financial condition of 
ANG and made other "untrue statements 
of material facts." Malonc is accused of 
concealing his stock ownership in ANG

flation is still a major problem, Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur Burns recom- 
mended Thursday against any per- 
manent tax cut and Indicated his agency 
will not quickly case credit to Jack up tho 
economy. 


Burns, In testimony to the House Ways 


and Means Committee, snld ho supported 
President Ford's proposed one-time $12 
billion Individual tax rebate, but was 
adamantly opposed la any permanent 
cut. 


Burns appeared before the committee 


to testify about pending tax relief legisla- 
tion. But tho first question from Chair- 
man Al Ullman, D-Oro., dealt with tho 
controversial federal policy of holding 
down tho growth of tho monoy supply 
and bank credit In an effort to dampen 
Inflation. 


"As long as I am chairman, wo will 


not release a new wave of inflation on 


this country," Burns sold, rebuffing calls 
for drastic action. 


"You can expect an effort to expand at 


a moderate rate the supply of money and 
bank credit," Burns added when Ullman 
asked what tho FED's policy would be in 
light of a possible $100 billion federal 
budget deficit over tho next two years. 


Burns promised, however, that the 


FED would not allow tho country to slip 
Into a credit crunch. He said temporary 
tax cuts could old tho economy without 
causing long-run Inflation. 


Meanwhile, Ford sought to spur the 


economy by ordering a speedup In divi- 
dend payments for more than 2.5 million 
Administration life insurance policies. 


"The President feels this action will 


distribute a substantial amount of cash 
at a tlmo when It is needed to give a. 
boost to consumer spending," Press Sec-' 
rctnry Ron Nesscn said.

White House lawn, and told him Britain, 
America "and other members of the At- 
lantic community face a new dimension 
of challenges." 


"What is at stake is the future of in- 


dustrialized democracies," the President 
said. 


"The problems of recession, inflation 


and of assuring equitable access to fairly 
priced resources threaten the stability of 
every economy and the welfare of people 
in developed as well as developing na- 
tions alike." 


Beginning two days of meetings in the 


White House, Ford said, "Only by work- 
ing together can the industrialized na- 
tions of the •world overcome these great 
challenges." Britain's rule, he said, is 
crucial. 


Wilson, his silver hair and his note 


cards blowing in the wind, cited "this 
new and menacing world economic 
crisis." 


"We know that the urgency of meeting 


this challenge is not simply a question of 
economic mechanisms and economic in- 
stitutions," Wilson said. "It is vital for 
the economic security, the jobs and the 
living standards of the millions of fami- 
lies whose interests we are here to pro- 
tect." 


Both paid tribute to Anglo-American 


efforts in World Wars I and II and in 
their current defense alliance. 


Passage of ERA by April predicted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Feminist 


leader Karen DeCrow predicted Thurs- 
day the Equal Rights Amendment will be 
ratified by April, but Democratic Nation- 
al Chairman Robert Strauss foresaw "a 
full hard year's work ahead" before it 
becomes part of the Constitution. 


Ms. DeCrow, president of the National 


Organization for Women, cited "growing 
support" for ERA — on amendment pro- 
hibiting statutory sex discrimination 
which so far has been ratified by 33 of 
the necessary 38 states. 
• 


"Wo believe Florida will be the 38th 


state," she told a news conference on 
ERA. "I'm still holding to my prediction 
that it will bo ratified In April." 


She explained that tho Florida legisla- 


ture, where tho coalition of pro-ERA 
groups has mounted a massive lobbying 
campaign, does not convene until April. 


Ms. DeCrow made no prediction on the 


other four states, but mentioned North 
Dakota, Missouri, Indiana and Illinois as 
possibilities. 


"We have a full hard year's work 


ahead," Strauss told reporters. He said 
he has been contacting Democratic state 
legislators, governors and other state- 
level politicians in an effort to raise sup- 
port for ERA. 


"It has been tougher than I thought it 


was going to be," ho said. "It's a matter 
of far more than male chauvinism. It's a 
matter of disinterest on the part of a 
great number of women." 


Among tho 17 non-ERA states, Strauss 


said, there are eight or nine in which he 
would estimate the chances as at least 
' 50-50. 


"Tho states where there is any good 


possibility arc getting smaller," he said. 
"We can't lose many more. It's not going 
to bo easy." 


Actor Alan Alda, a self-proclaimed fe- 


minist and a member of an organization 


known as Men for tho Equal Rights 
Amendment, also appeared at the news 
conference. Ho noted that ERA would 
e l i m i n a t e laws which discriminate 
against men. 


Elizabeth Cox, NOW's ERA expert, 


said in a separate Interview that she an- 
ticipates three state legislatures will vote 


on the amendment in the next few 
weeks, but only two of them —Missouri 
and North Dakota — appear ready to 
ratify it. 


In the third state, Indiana, she de- 


scribed the chances as "mixed." 


Asked what states might follow, Ms. 


Cox replied: "After a couple will go, any 


can go. We are looking for the band- 
wagon effect." 


Other states in which the pro ERA 


forces ore working for ratification in- 
clude Illinois and North Carolina. 


The Oklahoma House last week de- 


feated ERA and it was set aside recently 
by both Virginia and Louisiana.

Earth once battered by space debris 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The heavily era- 


Icrcd, moon-like surface of the planet 
Mercury adds to the evidence that the 
Earth was battered by a heavy bom- 
bardment of space debris about 4 billion 
years ago, a California geologist report- 
ed Thursday. 


Dr. Bruce C. Murray said some of the 


pictures of Mercury radioed back by tho 
Mariner 10 television probe also suggest 
to some investigators that at least one 
huge mctcoroid hit Mercury with so 
much force that shock waves traveled 
through the planet and scrambled terrain 
on the other side. 


Mariner 10 Is now heading toward an 


unprecedented third rendezvous with the 
first planet out from the sun. It is due to 
pass by March 16, almost a year after it 
became the first spacecraft to visit Mer- 
cury. It made a second picture-taking 
pass last September. 


Rock samples returned from the moon 


by Apollo astronauts showed that most of 
the great lunar basins were formed by 
the impacts of huge chunks of space de- 
bris 3,8 billion to 4 billion years ago. 
Murray,- a Mariner 10 Investigator for 
the space agency, said that indicates that 


Mercury's great craters and basins were 
formed at the same time. 


But unlike the moon, Mercury's sur- 


face is not completely covered with cra- 
ters and blankets of debris splashed out 
by the Impacts. This, he said, Is because 
Mercury's gravity is stronger and there- 
fore ejected debris did not travel so far. 


What this all mens, Murray told a 


symposium of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, is that 
the moon and planets were all subjected 
to an episode of tremendous impacts. 


"It is a solar-system-wide event and 


that is very important," Murray said. 
"That carries implications for the Earth. 
It means the Earth too must have been 
bomarded by objects as large as formed 
Imbrium basin on the moon and Caloris 
a 800-mile wide Mercury crater." 


There must have been wide ranging ef- 


fects on Earth's surface by such a bom- 
bardment as there were on the moon and 
Mercury, Murray said. Earth's wind and 
rain would have erased any surface signs 
of such a disruption while they arc pre- 
served by the absence of an atmosphere 
on the moon or Mercury.

State bond plan 


can supply jobs 


Gov. Daniel Walker has pre- 


sented an economic proposal to the 
Illinois legislature which deserves 
to be considered seriously without 
regard to political advantage. 


The governor has proposed a S-J.5 


billion building program which he 
says would provide 60,000 jobs and 
give the state needed highway im- 
provements, pollution control mea- 
sures, added recreation facilities 
and school renovations. 


Walker's proposal is contingent 


upon the sale of about $2 billion in 
general obligation and revenue 
bonds per year. That is a whopping 
debt to undertake, but the general 
financial and credit status of the 
State of Illinois appears to justify 
it. 


In addition to alleviating an in- 


creasingly bleak employment pic- 
ture in Illinois, Implementation of 
the governor's program would con- 
stitute a shot of adrenalin to a suf- 
fering economy. It is difficult to 
imagine when such a stimulus 
could be more timely. 


As may have been expected, 


there have been partisan reactions 
against the governor's proposal. 
Walker has been accused of seek- 
ing to convert tho general financial 
gloom into a stepping stone for his 
own political gains. 


He may in fact benefit politically 


if the program he espouses is im- 
plemented, and works. Walker de- 
clared his program would help re- 
verse the state's "economic slide" 
and provide lasting benefits in pub- 
lic works. 


If the program docs what he 


says, Walker undoubtedly will en- 
joy added stature politically. But if 
it does what he says, then the en- 
hanced stature will be deserved. 


Regardless of what benefits may 


or may not accrue to Daniel Walk- 
er, the Illinois General Assembly 
should consider his proposals with 
an open mind. There is no excuse 
in the troubled economic conditions 
under which we arc all laboring for 
any obstructionism of what could 
prove to be a significant contribu- 
tion to casing those conditions.

Now it's up to the U.S. Senate to

group's membership. Too many of 
Ford's appointments have intimate 
tics to the intelligence community, 
and such tics cloud the possibility 
of an objective investigation. 


Congress has a legal and often 


neglected responsibility for super- 


vising the CIA, and a special com- 
mittee is now best equipped to do 
that job. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
who Wednesday was named chair- 
man, recently led a committee in- 
vestigation into the CIA's role in 
Chile; that will help qualify Mm 
for his new task. 


This must 
be a 
sober in- 


vestigation that' respects CIA's 
necessary secrets, whilo avoiding 
political grandstanding that could 
mar tho committee's important 
task. 


We're counting on the committee 


to produce a full, fair and critical 
review of how the CIA and other 
intelligence agencies arc meeting 
their responsibilities under law. 
It's a good opportunity to revamp 
this nation's intelligence oper- 
ations, if necessary. 


That's coor-age! 


It's no surprise that tho military- 


like discipline of the Secret Service 
endures under most of the pressur- 
es of guarding our nation's leaders.

She backs manager system 


Since my nomination as a candidate 


for village trustee by the Arlington 
Heights Caucus, certain newspaper col- 
umns have attributed to me an "anti-ad- 
ministration" stance. I feel it is impor- 
tant to clarify my position which was 
made plain in my speech before the 
Caucus. 


I strongly support the village manager 


system of government now and have for 
many years. It Is important that we do 
have competent technical assistance in 
the day-to-day operation of the village 
government. I agreed to adhere to the 
"Statement of Purpose" of the Arlington 
Heights Caucus which contains the fol- 
lowing objective and goal, "Support a vil- 
lage manager form of government, cm- 
bodying a board of trustees elected from 
tho village at large, with the village ad- 
ministration accountable to tho board 
and tho board accountable to its con- 
stituency for the performance of the vil- 
lage administration."

Statutes (Illinois Municipal Code) says 
that the powers of the village board, 
"shall be purely legislative," except as 
indicated in other sections of the code. 
Section 5-3-7 says that the municipal 
manager, ". . . shall be the adminis- 
trative head of the municipal govern- 
ment and ... shall be responsible for the 
efficient administration of all depart- 
ments." 


I agree with this thoroughly. 
In a previous speech I said, "In Arling- 


ton .Heights, a village manager form of 
government, the manager and his staff 
have certain responsibilities and rights. 
Tho administration must carry out the 
policies that have been sot by the board 
of trustees, see that the laws of the vil- 
lage are lived up to and administered 
equally and treat all citizens with fair- 
ness, consideration, and courtesy.

"You don't drive your lawns downtown 


in large concentrations," another testily 
observed. 


Such reaction was understandable con- 


sidering the reverence in which trees are 
held. But one wonders whether it was not 
a bit shortsighted. 


What docs it gain us merely to be af- 


fronted by the Chrysler biggie's put-down 
of our leafy friends? 
.Even the environmentalists concede 
that trees, lawns and other flora do pro- 
duce hydrocarbons. "That accounts for 
the way pine trees smell," one said. 


And while the poliutive impact may not 


be "terribly bad" as someone pointed 
out, that is no reason to ignore it. 


A more prudent course would be to re- 


move the tree from its pedestal and have 
the Environmental Protection Agency es- 
tablish vegetation emission standards. 


As the first step, anyone planting a 


tree would be required to file an environ- 
mental impact statement. 


It should be fairly simply for botanists 


to develop an under-limb anti-hydrocar- 
bonatlon spray. If used as directed, you 
could deodorize your pine trees for up to 
seven days with one application. 


Some tree growers will object, of 


course, vowing that they like the smell of 
pine. Such resistance can easily be over- 
come. 


There is already on the market a num- 


ber of aromatic sprays, Including some 
that smell like pine. So it should be no 
problem to put out a pine-scented under- 
limb spray, thus replacing artificially the 
natural odor that would be lost through 
anti-hydrocarbonation. 


If you happen to be growing oaks, the 


spray might be somewhat incongruous. 
But a pine-scented oak tree is a small 
price to pay for cleaner air. 


Ford considers extension 
Amnesty plan ends today

WASHINGTON - President Ford is 


under pressure to extend his con- 
troversial "earned re-entry" program for 
Vietnam-era draft violators and military 
deserters beyond the Jan. 31 expiration 
date. 


The pressure is coming both from Con- 


gress, where Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 


, has asked for an extension of the pro- 
gram, and from the prcsidentially ap- 
pointed Clemency Board, which handles 
the cases of persons already convicted of 
draft violations and AWOL-related of- 
fenses. 


Even though board chairman Charles 


Goodel has consistently said he does not 
believe Ford will extend tho program,

the board has put together a unanimous 
memorandum for the President urging 
an up to six month extension of the pro- 
gram. 


In his Jan. 21 press conference — just 


10 days before the end of the program — 
Ford indicated only that he was consid- 
ering an extension. 


Even if Ford docs grant an extension, 


there is a growing feeling that the pro- 
gram, aimed 'at .the reconciliation of 
Vietnam generation opponents of the 
war, has failed. 


Ford's offer of clemency has failed to 


generate any kind of significant response 
from its potential clientele with one ex- 
ception — deserters and AWOL's who 
have not yet been apprehended. 


Military officials involved with that 


part of the program say response to 
Ford's offer of reconciliation after a peri- 
od of alternate service may run as high 
as one third of those eligible before the 
program ends. 


But the other two parts of the three- 


pronged program — uncompleted civilian 
draft violators handled by the Justice 
Department, and the already convicted 
civilian and military personnel, handled 
by the Clemency Board — have met only 
a miniscule response from their potential 
clientele. 


On the other hand, Goodell's board re- 


ceived what he called "a tremendous up- 
surge" in applicants after it began an 
intensive publicity campaign to get infor- 
mation out to potential beneficiaries of 
the program. 


At the same time, Goodell says appli- 


cants to his program do not fit the ster- 
eotype of the typical war resistor but in- 
stead were motivated toward draft viola- 
tions by personal reasons rather than an- 
tiwar sentiments. 


People in the antiwar movement gen- 


erally agree but add the caveat that the 
"more genuine" war resistors are sitting 
tight and that is a prime reason for the 
low response to the program. 


In their view, that puts the ball in the 


Congress' park. 


Before Ford announced his limited am- 


nesty program last Sept. 16, Congress 
had before it nearly a dozen bills dealing 
with the question of amnesty. 


Although hearings were held on the 


subject, impeachment, the Rockefeller 
nomination and Ford's economic program 


all moved the issue to the back burner. 


At least one bill, calling for a universal 


and unconditional amnesty — an amnes- 
ty with no strings attached — has al- 
ready been introduced and Rep. Robert 
Kastcnmeicr, D-Wis., head of the House 
Judiciary subcommittee with jurisdiction 
over the issue, has indicated he will hold 
hearings as early as possible. 


Proponents of an unconditional amnes- 


ty believe their best hope lies with Con- 
gress — a Congress they believe will be 
more liberal and more antiwar and thus 
more likely to attempt to put "closed" 
stamp on the Vietnam-era resistance 
movement.

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, has retatroduced a num- 


ber of economic measures to the 84th Congress that he spon- 
sored unsuccessfully In previous sessions. 


Among them is a proposed constitutional amendment which 


would require a balanced federal budget, except In tunes of 
war or national emergency. 


Another Crano bill would provide "Indexing" for federal 


taxes designed to provide economic relief through tax adjust- 
ments based on the rising cost of living. 


Crano also has Introduced legislation that would remove 


restrictions on the amount of income that may be earned by 
persons receiving Social Security payments. Present law al- 
lows persons collecting Social Security to earn no more than 
$2,400 per year.

Lace making... 


Not fuss nor frills but art 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Lace. How I misjudged it. Louis XIV in 


a Venetian lace collar. That's what I was 
prone to picture, or the fancy hanky my 
grandmother carried. It was the dainty 
old-fashioned doille or the trim on the 
hem of a petticoat. Frivolous, fussy, girl- 
ish and always white. I never wanted 
any part of it. Besides next to the skin it 
always itched. 


While lace has been mlslabled and too 


narrowly categorized all these years by 
generations handing down a limited defi- 
nition of lace to the next generation who 
knows no better either, the age-old craft 
of lace-making is receiving renewed rec- 
ognition as textiles in general become an 
important form of art. 


Still the title of Virginia Churchill 


Bath's new book, "Lace," raises many a 
naive eyebrow. But .open the cover. She 
deals directly with intricate wall hang- 
Ings, not Impractical, hard-to-lron hand- 
kerchiefs. 


"LACE ITSELF is a technique and not 


an end result," explained Mrs. Bath

recently at a workshop sponsored by 
Countryside Art Center. Knotted netting, 
which Is what lace may be called occa- 
sionally, macrame and forms of em- 
broidery may all be utilized together or 
singly in textile art. 


Mrs. Bath, who resigned two years ago 


as assistant curator of textiles at the Art 
Institute of Chicago to devote more time 
to private research and writing in the 
same field, demonstrated to those attend- 
ing the workshop two different ways of 
making lace,'bobbin lace and needle 
lace. 


The first combines a simple pair of 


movements, twist and cross just as knit- 
ting is associated with- knit and purl. In 
fact, Mrs. Bath recommended bobbin 
lace for people who enjoy knitting, 
needle lace for those who prefer embroi- 
dering. The latter, though worked In a 
free form, is based on the simple button- 


• hole stitch. 


A variety of weighted yarns, threads 


and strings lend texture and strength to 
a wall hanging and it is possible to work 
as fine as a spider's web or in a heavier, 
bulkier faslta that might even in- 
corporate found objects such as shells 
and other castoffs of nature. 


MRS. BATH'S book, "Lace," is in fact 


rather complicated and geared to the 
professional artist looking for a new di- 
mension in the textiles rather than the 
home hobbyist searching for a new craft 
to learn. 


She will readily admit the book is not 


for everyone though she herself is self- 
taught ' and learned everything from 
books prior to writing hers. 


"There has always been a certain 


amount of interest in weaving and em- 
broidery and this was my reason for 
writing the book," she said. And knowing 
this interest is expanding rapidly has 
prompted her to begin another. 


Even though textiles arc increasingly 


becoming recognized as an art form, the 
average art museum docs not have a 
wide enough exhibiting scope to be able 
to include a separate department just for 
textiles, according to Mrs. Bath. 


Often textiles are lumped together with 


all of the decorative arts. The Art In- 
stitute is one exception having a fine per- 
manent collection of textiles housed in its 
own individual department. 


MRS. BATH, who resides in Beecher, 


111., for many years lectured at the Art 
Institute where she also received a de- 
gree In painting. Yet her work in the tex- 
tile field she's done all on her own, 
having had only one formal course in 
weaving. 


"My mother was a professional wom- 


an. She didn't even sew at home and I 
never had a grandmother who crocheted. 
I truly just picked it up." 


In addition to "Lace," Mrs. Bath has 


published another work, "Embroidery 
Masterworks." 


The greater emphasis on textiles, spec- 


ifically lace making, is having a healthy 
effect on the field in general, Mrs. Bath 
believes. 
"Just the fact more people are working 


will improve the level of design and, 
also, develop a further interest in what's 
already been done in the past." 


And this doesn't necessarily concern at

"The Hagers" (Elektra records). 


MISS ANDERSON appears to be trying 


too hard for a pop audience and the al- 
bum's arrangements seem more suited 
for Andy Williams than a country singer. 
"Tell Me a Lie" and "Someone To Finish 
What You Started" are about its only 
saving graces. 


The Hagers' problem is that co-produc- 


er Mike Curb is trying to make the 
brothers into a today version of the Ev- 
erly Brothers and it just doesn't work. 
Only four of the album's nine songs are 
country, with one of these — "Old flash- 
ioned Girl" - being the album's best 
song. The rest ore semi-rockers that go 
nowhere, Including Gene Pitncy's "Love 
My Life Away."

A music lover picking up "Season With 


Solti" for the first tlmo might react 
something like this: 


First, excitement at the prospect of 


this unique book delving into the dally 
life of the maestro Georg SoHl and the 
world-renowned Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra, complete with a gallery of,floe 
black*and*whlto photographs. 


Second, curiosity regarding the author, 


William Barry Furlong. Flipping to the 
back jacket, one nods that Furlong Is a 
columnist with The Washington Post and 
Is co-author with Arnold Palmer of "Go 
For Broke!" In short, a sports writer. 


And then, reading about the prepara- 


tion of the book, which Involved Furlong 
shadowing Solti and the orchestra for a 
year, one cornea to the rather unsettling 
conclusion that Furiong apparently has 
not a shred of music hi his background to 
qualify Um for this particular task, and 
one wooden what his motivation could1 
possibly have been. Why the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra? Why not the 
Bean, or the Cubs, or the Blackhawks? 
Surely they, too, must spend an inter- 
esting year. 


NEVERTHELESS, HERE is the book, 


and MecMUlan has done a most attrac- 
tive Job of packaging the text So, one 
eagerly digs In. 


Personal tasto win, of course, dictate 


each reader's experience from here, but 
this music devotee quickly bogged down. 
Indeed, it would seem that only the moat 
Intrepid of music trivia lovers wffl be 
able to plow through Furlong's tediously 
detailed, 304-page (small type) account 
of his observations. 
. Actually, the book probably would 
have come off more readable if Furlong 
had stuck to typical sports-style writing 
— breezy and to the point Instead, ha 
seems to become enamored of his prose 
and gets bung up In lengthy, overdone 
sentences about how the grass looked on 
opening night at Rnvinia and other such 
irrelevancles. 


FURLONG HAS produced a catalogue 


of information on the Individual mem- 
ben of the symphony (for example, that 
the principal bassoon player Is plagued- 
by cold sores, the principal tuba player 
bos arthma and famed trumpeter Adolph 
Berseth suffered severe Injuries to his 
mouth in an auto accident yean ago that 
required him to learn a new way of play- 
big his trumpet), and about the man Sol- 
ti, and about the logistics of the sym- 
phony's performances. Be also provides 
historical background, and some musical 
Insight, apparently based on Interviews 
ytth Solti and memben of the orchestra. 
;- But as professional music critics have 
noted, Furlong has made several factual 
erron in this book and has not really 
shod much light on the ultimate musical 
questions concerning the symphony and 
Solti. 


And anyone interested enough In music

^ Dr. Kenneth Rose adds yet another vol- 
ume to the already bulging stacks of 
published works telling people how to 
lose weight and stay fit. 


Yet while others use slim, attractive 


bodies as enticing placebos and promise 
new exdting lifestyles to match, Dr. 
Rose, former chairman of the AMA Com- 
mittee on Exerdse and Physical Fitness, 
is more concerned how one feels rather 
than looks. And that's comforting. 


But forget the "Lazy Man" in the title. 


Nothing is easy. Dr. Rose admits, "the 
title is only an eye catcher to attract the 
busy man and woman." It will still re- 
quire effort, but Dr. Rose adds, "the 
least amount of effort for the greatest 
reward." 


But anyway you look at it, the truth 


remains, you'll only get as much out of 
the program as you put into It And in 
that respect this book is like all the oft- 
en that many desperate but unresolved 
dieters have already discarded. 


HOWEVER, DR. ROSE'S formula 


might compel many to reform who 
wouldn't otherwise find the will power on 
their own. Daily Jogging programs, swim- 
ming, calisthenics are fine he says, but 
most people never stick with any strenu- 
ous exercise program very long.

HAVE DINNER

When the funny bone gets a terrific 


workout, there's no doubt comedy is still 
the greatest form of entertainment 
around. 


And where do you go if you're in need 


of some good laughs right about now? 
The TOP OF THE TOWERS of ARLING- 
TON PARK HILTON where JERRY 
VAN DYKE Is dishing out a barrelftd. 


He'll tccp you continually chuckling In 


a madcap, zany kind of show that's so 
comfortable and natural, you don't even 
have to work at being entertained. . 


Jerry virtually takes off and begins 


talking about tho time ho broke his leg 
and sowed zippers in all his pants, about 
his hometown of Danville and his famous 
brother Dick — "I didn't want to bo a 
big star anyhow and it's working out real 
well" — and just about anything else 
that appears to come to his mind. 


When Van Dyke Is not up there ex- 


plaining why he chose not to wear n 
tuxedo and what a pleasure it Is to be 
almost back In Chicago, he's fooling 
around with his banjo munis one string. 


In between ribbing the audience, he 


does manage to work In several choruses 
of "Dueling Banjos" and "Bye Bye 
Blues" though when tho playing really 
gets serious, Van Dyke leaves the stage 
altogether to let his comrade SKIP Dc- 
VOL. who leads tho backup group, Sound 
Friendship, demonstrate what good ban- 
Jo playing really Is. All kidding is put 
aside for DeVol's fast and furious exhibi- 
tion. And rightly so. 


Yet the climax of tho show is Van 


Dyke, back again in center stage doing 
his famous take-off on Frankio Lalnc's 
"Mule Train." 


Van Dyke, In hillbilly hat and false 


buck teeth, takes a shoelace whip to the 
stuffed donkey ho positions in front of 
him and mimics the words to Lainc's 
record. I know it doesn't sound all that 
hilarious, but It Is. Tho entire show is 


like that You're never sure what's so 
darn funny; you're Just convinced it real- 
ly Is. 
. . . 


CANDLELIGHT 
DINNER 
PLAY- 


HOUSE recently replaced Its long run- 
ning production of "Sound of Music" 
with another super colossal musical, 
"CAROUSEL." 


Despite the show's length (I can't un- 


derstand why some director doesn't have 
the guts to cut out some of Rodgers and 
Hammcrstcln's reprieves that after a 
while Just get sing-song) "Carousel" has 
been artistically adorned to rescue it 
from antiquity. 


Yes, tho whole story about a-young, 


naive mill girl who falls for n roguish 
carnival barker is rather hokoy, at best 
schmaltzy, but for those romanticists 
left, It can also bring a tear to the eye. 


And there is that favorite musical 


score which includes "June Is Bustin' 
Out All Over," "You'll Never Walk 
Alone" and "If I Loved You." Personally 
I go for more obscure numbers like 
"Hornpipe" and "Mr. Snow" which, of 
course, ore less well known but also less 
worn out. 


Colorful and animated, this show is a 


good one for tho kids who will get a kick 
out of tho set design and clever props. 
Even the costuming is something to ad- 
mire, though why they put REBECCA 
CLEMENTS in such a complicated getup 
with a hairdo that all but hides her face, 
I'll never know. 


And unfortunately, the role of Julio 


Jordan, though a starring one, is not as 
powerful as the role Miss Clements had 
In "Sound of Music." And she doesn't get 
to show off her voice as much cither. 


But LEE PELTY docs, and he steals 


the show playing the rather ruthless, 
caddish Billy Blgclow. In "Sound of Mu- 
sic" ho played second fiddle to Rebecca 
Clements, so all is justified. 


If "Carousel" is your bag, and it is for 


many people, then by all means catch

Small bruises not serious 


I bruise easily, mostly la my legs. My reins seem to be 


close to my skin, yet my tkia Is very tough and It doesnt 
break through. My Mood clots normally. One time my physi- 
cian gare mo vitamin C la heavy dotes, bat It did nothing for 
that problem, so I stopped It. • 


Most o* toe leg bruises dear up within • week's time. 


Deeper ones take longer. I sometimes wonder If something 
elso Is wrong. Are the vela walls talck enough? Can tats 
clotted blood be daogcrousT Can It cause a stroke or other 
reenlUT 


The garden variety of small bruises are caused by Injury to 


tho smallest blood vessels. The smaller veins are very thin- 
walled and tho larger ones have thicker walls that don't rup- 
ture so easily. 


Tho Injured small vessels leak a small amount of blood out 


into toe tissues and this Is the bruise. The size and length of 
time It stays Is affected by how much blood leaks out. 


Somo people with frequent small bruises do have Inherently 


thin-walled, easily broken, small blood vessels. The tiny blood 
vessels can also be affected by disease. Scurvy, from lack of 
vitamin C, can cause these small blood vessels to break eas- 
ily and then there is bleeding from the glngiva (gums) 
around tho tooth and bleeding tendencies in the body. It is 
true that some coses of multiple broken small veins are 
caused by lack of vitamin C. In these Instances large doses of 
vitamin C ore helpful. If the person is already getting ade- 
quate amounts of vitamin C, taking more wont help solve the 
multiple bruises problem. 


Besides tho defects or weakness in the small blood vessels 


that can occur, things can go wrong with the blood clotting 
mechanism, causing oasy bruising. 


Normally blood clotting depends upon vitamin K, calcium, 


complex enzymes in tho blood, the tiny blood platelets, and 
tho blood protein called fibrinogen. When the clotting mecha- 
nism Is triggered, tho fibrinogen is converted to fibrin, which 
then b tiny gelatinous fibers that form a matted material for 
the clot Rod blood cells are trapped within the fibers. 


MANY COMPLEX testa are needed to determine tho nature 


of tho problem. Sometimes it is an Inherited defect, as seen in 
the royal families of Europe. In other instances a defect can 
bo caused by some other disease. Here « common example is 
liver disease. Tho liver Is important in forming substances 
needed to induce normal clotting. A Jaundiced person com- 
monly has a bleeding tendency.

The show only bears the 
name, "Archer." The rest is old cars, 
tired teleplots and the talents of Brian 
Keith. 


Based on the first show, NBC has a 


turkey and not a peacock. 


In the first episode, "The Turkish Con- 


nection," a velvet-voiced con man uses 
the guise of an underground movement 
to swindle the rich. He cons a child of 
wealthy parents into joining the move- 
ment.

clients. Their son has written he needs 
150,000 to get out of a Turkish prison. 


After taking the case, Archer gets into 


his rusty cor, finds the kid, photographs 
him, and then seems to forget about his 
boy for the next 45 minutes.

Archer shows the cops his photos, finds 
the mastermind, and convinces an editor 
of an underground newspaper to infil- 
trate the con man's headquarters. Days 
later, the villian is captured. 


IF TV represented relity, Archer, 


would show the photos and the ransom 
note to the police. The cops would do the 
rest. 


But TV does not represent reality. 


Archer acts like an Idiot and an embar- 
rassment to every California detective. 


Brian Keith is so low-keyed he seems 


asleep. But this may be the fault of the 
director. Richard Kelton as the con man 
seems to be a refugee from disk jockey 
school. As for Marjoe Gortner, the revi- 
valist-turned-actor, his performance as 
an underground newpaper editor is so in- 
sipid that in comparison he would make

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RTA loses some luster

by abdicating budget power

The magic Is fading for the Regional Transportation Au- 


thority. 


The juggernaut that was well-funded and strongly estab- 


lished by the Illinois General Assembly hasn't derailed, but It 
quickly Is slipping onto old tracks and soggy ground. 


Pleading lock of staff, and therefore, lack of expertise, the 


RTA board Is adopting a budget today that will tell nothing of 
plans to Improve transportation for Chicago area residents in 
the near future. 


Temporary chairman Joseph Tccson of Riverside modestly 


admitted the board's shortcomings In a proposed letter to 
Gov. Daniel Walker, which will accompany the budget and 
transit plan the board Is supposed to have developed by Sat- 
urday. 


"Because the authority is In Its 'startup phase' and has no 


employes or staff, the proposed annual budget was prepared 
with considerable assistance from the Division of Public 
Transportation of the Illinois Dept. of Transportation," Tec- 
son said. 


In fact, the board members have had almost no role In 


developing tho budget and the plan. 


THE BOARD is going to accept tho figures from tho Divi- 


sion of Public Transportation, run by Joby Herman, because 
that office previously handled transportation in the six-county 
metropolitan Chicago area. Tho RTA board was supposed to 
take over those duties, effectively putting Mrs. Herman's of- 
fice out of work. 


A news analysis 


Instead, the board Is buying retreads and giving them to 


tho governor as a budget, at tho same time acknowledging 
that it means nothing In tho future. Tho budget is described 
as a place to start, from which Improvements will bo made. 


Tho transit plan also Is a readily available program drawn 


up by the Regional Transportation Planning Board, a con- 
fusing composite of planners who make their homo a bus 
token's throw from Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley's office. 


When tho RTA board was asked to comment on the five- 


year plan before it was approved by tho Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission, tho board members declined because 
of lack of expertise. Now they adopt and embrace tho plan 
without further consideration. 


TECSON SAYS tho plan means nothing because it will go to 


the governor and tho General Assembly as a courtesy, but 
wilt bo returned and subjected to a scries of public hearings— 
at least one in each county of the RTA area. 


Mcllcnry County residents may have a hard time maintain- 


ing Interest In the new subway and Loop distributor system, 
which make up a large part of tho plan. The public hearings 


are designed to provide Input for a better, more com- 
prehensive plan. 


Thus the plan and the budget arc being submitted while 


everyone says it means nothing. It is just a place to 
start. 


THE RTA BOARD already has.one foot in the mire of

politics, and accepting at face value the advice and findings 
of other agendes may doom the other foot. 


A new, fresh look at public transit will be difficult to sell if 


it is built on the weak basis of the other agencies. If these 
other sources were good enough before, the area wouldn't 
need an RTA now. 


Limited knowledge on funding leads Tecson to tell the gov- 


ernor that programs set forth on the budget are subject to 
financial shortcomings. "Such programs are shown as possi- 
bilities, provided funds are available," he says. 


His list of "possibilities" includes universal transfers, re- 


duced fares for senior citizens and handicapped persons, im- 
proved and expanded suburban bus service, Improved and 
expanded commuter rail service, reduced-fare experiments 
and the local share of capital-Improvement needs. 


This guesswork seems to defy the entire purpose of a budg- 


et, which should estimate how much money will be available 
and how it will be spent. It should be a worksheet, not a wish 
list. 


THE BOARD WOULD be better served to see that Its 26- 


member advisory commission is established soon, for what- 
ever input it could provide. Public hearings or discussions 
with local officials could have provided some knowledge of 
the needs, if grant requests from bus and rail companies 
haven't been enough. 


More importantly, the board should have addressed itself to 


the significant issue of the gasoline and parking taxes it has 
the power to initiate. An estimate of 1975-76 income will be 
better if board members have an idea of their tax base. 


The federal government has indicated its share for the peri- 


od will be $18.0 million, Tecson said the state expects to take 
in $114 million from the RTA share of sales taxes and license 
fees, and Chicago and Cook County will contribute $5 million. 


Millions more will come from the federal government for 


capital grants to buy buses, trains and equipment The only 
item missing is the one thing over which the RTA itself has 
control — the local taxes. It is ironic that this is the only 
source they cannot estimate. 


IN SHORT, the RTA is selling a half-baked plan and is 


defeating its very purpose — to be a sophisticated, respon- 
sible leader In developing a much-needed public transit net- 
work. Economic hardships and fuel shortages are destined to 
force people onto mass transit, but it isn't there now and it 
won't be there without extraordinary efforts by the RTA. 


It may be significant that the only transit expert on the 


board — chairman-elect Milton Pikarsky — has not joined the 
sessions and may have no input to the budget until the hear- 
ings begin. Up to now, the board had postponed any action it 
could until a chairman was selected. 


Perhaps Pikarsky doesn't want his name on the budget and 


planning package, particularly if it falls flat He is billed as 
one of the smartest transit leaders in the nation, and ought to 
know what he is doing.

A 21-year-old Palatine Township woman was killed Wednes- 


day night when her auto was struck almost head-on by a 
Schaumburg police squad car. The patrolman driver has been 
relieved of duty. 


Christine Lovan, 1079 N. Deer Ave., driver of one of the 


cars, died four hours after the accident which occurred about 
11:35 p.m. on Rosclle Road just south of Thacker Street. 


She was transported to Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights after Schaumburg firefighters worked 
feverishly to free her body from the wreckage. 


Patrolman David Mabbitt, 24, suffered a sprained back, 


cuts and bruises and was treated at the same hospital and 
released. Mabbitt a policeman for a year, was charged by 
Sheriff's Police with Improper passing. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Conroy has filed a depart- 


mental charge involving care of equipment against Mabbitt. 
Conroy said the State's Attorney's Office is awaiting a coro- 
ner's Inquest to see if other charges are warranted. 


The squad car and the Lovan vehicle were demolished. The 


engine block of the police vehicle was torn away by 'the im- 
pact of the near head-on collision. 


POLICE SAID MABBITT was driving south on Roselle 


Road and passed a slower vehicle on the two-lane road. He 
was swinging his car back into his lane of traffic when he 
sideswlped a northbound car driven by Roy Struve, 27, of 707 
E. Algonquin Rd., Arlington Heights, authorities said. 


The squad car then crashed with the Lovan car, which was 


just behind the Struve car, authorities reported. Struve was 
not injured in the accident.' 


Sheriff's Police handled the accident investigation because 


the Schaumburg Police Dcpt. has a policy of having state or 
county police investigate mishaps involving squad cars. 


Mabbitt, who was to go on vacation today, has been re- 


lieved of duty, but his pay will not be withheld pending a 
hearing by the fire and police commission on the department 
charge, Conroy said.

communities. 


Unlike residents of Arlington Heights 


and Mount Prospect who attended ear- 
lier meetings with the ccllcgo board and 
asked skeptical questions about the col- 
lege's second campus plans, the 30 per- 
sons who nltended Thursday's meeting In 
Wheeling indicated by their questions 
support of the second campus. 


The tone of the meeting was set by 


Wheeling Village Pros. Ted C. Scanlon 
who said that when no first heard of the 
college's plans and showed representa- 
tives of the college around Wheeling 
looking for vacant land "I got a great 
feeling built up that pretty soon we'd 
have (ho college in our backyard." Ho 
told the board ho was disappointed by 
delay In getting the land for the site. 


HARPER BOARD Pros. William Kelly 


told Scanlon, "We should put you In 
charge of the public relations program 
for the second site." Ho explained that 
the college Is negotiating with the Mayo 
Clinic for purchase of land at Palatine 
and Schocnbeck roads In Arlington 
Heights and that "we'll move as quickly 
as the law allows" on the second site. 


College Pros. Robert Lahtl said that he 


anticipates a referendum In the fall to 
ralso funds to buy the second site If nego- 
tiations with the Mayo Clinic go smoothly 
and tho college Is ablo to get quick ap- 
proval for tho purchase from the Illinois 
Community College Board. 


Board members also explained to resi- 


dents of tho Lake County port of Buffalo 
Grova that legislation will bo needed be- 
fore that area could join the Harper Col- 
lego district. Tho area, served by tho 
Stevenson High School district, recently 
voted to toko itself out of tho Lake Coun- 
ty Community College District. 


Board member Marilyn Marlcr ex- 


plained that until a law is passed allow- 
ing tho area to join tho Harper district, 
tho Stevenson High School district will bo 
charged tho difference-between in-dls- 
trlct and out-of-distrlct Harper tuition for 
residents of tho area who attend Harper.

Many merchants cited the delays in 


construction schedules and unknown rent 
costs as problem areas which have 
caused them to move slowly in making 
their decisions about leasing space in the 
building. 


Developers have said problems in ob- 


taining financing for the project are be- 
hind the construction delays. Mayor Her- 
bert Behrel this week said financing for 
the project is still not complete but plans 
to line up material and building supplies 
for construction are moving along.

Teaching high schoolers to give it up 
Clinic an alternative for smokers

Thirteen boys and 12 girls sauntered 


into a room at Schaumburg High School, 
a little hostile and intentionally Indiffer- 
ent. 


But if just one of Diem emerged from 


the room 2^ hours later a "quitter," 
school officials would be satisfied. 


The students are cigaret smokers. 


They come 
from Palatine, Conant, 


Fremd 
and. Hoffman Estates high 


schools, as well as Schaumburg. 


They're among 232 students since 


school opened last fall to consent to at- 


tending a smoking clinic sponsored by 
High School Dlst. 211. • 


"Obviously there arc people who come 


in and walk away with nothing at all," 
said Donald Maddox, assistant principal 
' at Palatine High School, who persuaded 
the administration to set up the clinic. 
But he said if he reaches just one stu- 
dent, the clinic is worthwhile. 


BEFORE THE CLINIC was set up this 


year, students, were suspended 
from 


school If they were caught smoking out- 
side the school smoking area. The first 
offense was a three-day suspension and 
the second, five-days. 


This year the cigaret smokers hi Dtst. 


211 have an alternative. The first time 
they are caught smoking outside of 
smoking areas they can remain in school 
it they agree to attend the smoking clinic 
on Wednesday nights in one of the dis- 
trict's high schools. 


Most of them elect to attend the clinic, 


and very few are caught smoking a sec- 
ond time. As a result of the clinic, some 
have given up smoking. 


Maddox heard about the use of smok- 


ing clinics in other districts and sug- 
gested the Dist. 211 administration try it. 
Instead of simply showing them the door, 


Maddox thought a clinic giving students 
Information on the dangers of smoking 
would be a more effective approach. 


MADDOX ESTIMATES that the num- 


ber of "repeaters" — students caught 
smoking a second time — has decreased 
by about 40 per cent. Part of the de- 
crease is a result o£ the smoking clinic, 
he feels, and part is a relaxation hi the 
smoking policy that allows students to go 
to the school smoking area between 
classes instead of just before and after 
school and during lunch period.

Schools don't need 
land gifts: Atcher

Will there over bo a day when devel- 


opers will not have to make cash dona- 
tions to school districts? 


Schaumburg Village Pros. Robert At- 


cher posed that question to board mem- 
bers of Schaumburg Township DIM. 54 
during a special meeting Thursday night. 
The school officials reacted with dismay. 


For years, developers have been re- 


quired to make cash donations and con- 
tribute school sites to Dist. 54 to accom- 
modate the number of children brought 
into schools by new housing devel- 
opments. 


The villages in the township havo en- 


forced that requirement through their 
power to issue building permits. 


BUT ATCHER questioned whether the 


schools really need the money anymore. 
The tax base in the community has in- 


creased tremendously as more buildings 
are constructed, ho said, and as a result 
schools get more revenue from the in- 
crease in assessed valuation of property. 


In a school district that has on oper- 


ating budget of $18 million a year, devel- 
oper contributions amounting to $50,000 
to $75,000 are "a drop In the bucket," 
said Atcher. 


"I would like to have you consider 


dropping all contributions," he sold. 


Village Trustee Herbert Algncr agreed. 


"With the amount of tax base that's been 
put Into the community it looks like you 
sec your way out of the woods," he said. 


I1UT DIST. 54 board member Edward 


Bcdard told the village officials that the 
task of educating children brought into 
the district by new housing developments 
is not over yet.

teachers and provide an educational pro- 
gram, he said. Dist. 54 will continue to 
depend on developer contributions for 
education, ho added. 


The argument about builder contribu- 


tions came as a result of new guidelines 
proposed by D^st. 54. Schaumburg 
trustees say they are opposed to those 
guidelines. 


The old guidelines, requiring a $150 do- 


nation for every child in a development 
enrolled in Dist. 54, is difficult to en- 
force, said school officials. The district 
and the village have no oasy way of com- 
puting the number of children produced 
from each housing development. 


Instead, Dist. 54 is proposing that de- 


velopers be required to pay $25 per bed- 
room on all two or more bedroom units 
whether they produce any children or 
not. 


SCHAUMBURG draws more com- 


mercial development than -housing devel- 
opments, Atcher told school officials. 
And while the commercial developments 
contribute taxes, they "don't contribute 
kids." The new guidelines are "unfair to 
the people of the village of Schaum- 
burg," he sold, because the village is 
."not providing anywhere near the pro- 
portion of children." 


"We have done, I think, considerably 


more on a per capita basis than any of 
the other communities have done in sup- 
port of the schools," Atcher said. The 
$150 per child guideline is "the fairest 
because the people arc paying for the 
actual education of an actual child." 


The now guidelines, said Trustee Aig- 


ner, have "no equitnbility." 


Squad car kills 
Palatine woman

A 21-year-old Palatine Township woman was killed Wednes- 


day night when her auto was struck almost head-on by a 
Schaumburg police squad car. The patrolman driver has been 
relieved of duty. 


Christine Lovan, 1070 N. Deer Ave., driver of one of the 


cars, died four hours after the accident which occurred about 
11:35 p.m. on Rosclle Road just south of Thacker Street. 


She was transported to Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights after' Schaumburg firefighters worked 
feverishly to free her body from the wreckage. 


Patrolman David Mabbltt, 24, suffered a sprained back, 


cuts and bruises and was treated at the same hospital and 
released. Mabbitt a policeman for a year, was charged by 
Sheriff's Police with improper passing. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Conroy has filed a depart- 


mental charge involving care of equipment against Mabbitt. 
Conroy said the State's Attorney's Office is awaiting a coro- 
ner's Inquest to see if other charges are warranted. 


The squad car and the Lovan vehicle were demolished. The 


engine block of the police vehicle was torn away by the im- 
pact of the near head-on collision. 


POLICE SAID MABBITT was driving south on Rosclle 


Road and passed a slower vehicle on the two-lane road. He 
was swinging his car back into his lane of traffic when he 
sideswiped a northbound car driven by Roy Struve, 27, of 707 
E. Algonquin Rd., Arlington Heights, authorities said. 


The squad car then crashed with the Lovan car, which was 


just behind the Struve car, authorities reported. Struve was 
not injured in the accident. 


Sheriff's Police handled the accident Investigation because 


the Schaumburg Police Dept. has a policy of having state or 
county police investigate mishaps involving squad cars. 


Mabbltt, who was to go on vacation today, has been re- 


lieved of duty, but his pay will not be withheld pending a 
hearing by the fire and police commission on the department 
charge, Conroy said. Mabbitt is scheduled to appear March 12 
in the Niles branch of Circuit Court on the traffic charge.

Teaching high schoolers to give it up 
Clinic an alternative for smokers

Thirteen boys and 12 girls sauntered 


into a room at Schaumburg High School, 
a little hostile and intentionally indiffer- 
ent. 


But if just one of them emerged from 


the room 2V4 hours later a "quitter," 
school officials would be satisfied. 


The students are cigoret smokers. 


They come from Palatine, Conant, 
Frcmd 
and 
Hoffman 
Estates high 


schools, as well as Schaumburg. 


They're among 232 students since 


school opened last fall to consent to at- 


tending a smoking clinic sponsored by 
High School Dist. 211. 


"Obviously there are people who come 


in and walk away with nothing at all," 
said Donald Maddox, assistant principal 
. at Palatine High School, who persuaded 
the administration to set up the clinic. 
But he said if he reaches just one stu- 
dent, the clinic is worthwhile. 


BEFORE THE CLINIC was set up this 


year, students were suspended 
from 


school if they were caught smoking out- 
side the school smoking .area. The first 
offense was a three-day suspension and 
the second, five days. 


This year the cigaret smokers in Dist. 


211 have an alternative. The first time 
they arc caught smoking outside of 
smoking areas they can remain in school 
if they agree to attend the smoking clinic 
on Wednesday nights in one of the dis- 
trict's high schools. 


Most of them elect to attend the clinic, 


and very few are caught smoking a sec- 
ond time. As a result of the clinic, some 
have given up smoking. 


Maddox heard about the use of smok- 


ing clinics in other districts and sug- 
gested the Dist. 211 administration try it. 
Instead of simply showing them the door, 


Maddox thought a clinic giving students 
information on the dangers of smoking 
would be a more effective approach. 


MADDOX ESTIMATES that the num- 


ber of "repeaters" — students caught 
smoking a second time — has decreased 
by about 40 per cent. Part of the de- 
crease is a result of the smoking clinic, 
he feels, and part is a relaxation in the 
smoking policy that allows students to go 
to the school smoking area between 
classes instead of just before and after 
school and during lunch period. 


The four teachers who lead the clinic

Teaching high schoolers to give it up 
Clinic an alternative for smokers

Thirteen boys and 12 girls sauntered 


into a room at Schaumburg High School, 
a little hostile and intentionally indiffer- 
ent.

The first 
offense was a three-day suspension and 
the second, five days. 


This year the cigaret smokers in Dist. 


211 have an alternative. The first time 
they are caught smoking outside of 
smoking areas they can remain in school 
if they agree to attend the smoking clinic 
on Wednesday nights in one of the dis- 
trict's high schools. 


Most of them elect to attend the clinic, 


and very few are caught smoking a sec- 
ond time. As a result of the clinic, some 
have given up smoking. 


Maddox heard about the use of smok- 


ing clinics in other districts and sug- 
gested the Dist 211 administration try it. 
Instead of simply showing them the door, 


Maddox thought a clinic giving students 
information on the dangers of smoking 
would be a more effective approach. 


MADDOX ESTIMATES that the num- 


ber of "repeaters" — students caught 
smoking a second time — has decreased 
by about 40 per cent. Part of the de- 
crease is a result of the smoking clinic, 
he feels, and part is a relaxation in the 
smoking policy that allows students to go 
to the school smoking area between 
classes instead of just before and after 
school and during lunch period.

say two or three students have ap- 
proached each of them this year and said 
they have given up cigarcts. One parent 
who attended tho seminar with his 
daughter, wrote Mnddox saying he quit 
smoking after more than 25 years. Mad- 
dox himself quit smoking after 11 years 
and teachers Kay Kochlcr and Bryant 
Danlsch both said they also quit. 


Tho teachers do not use scare tactics 


in the clinic. That tactic "probably has 
the lowest Impact of any," said Maddox. 
Instead, teachers use a straight factual 
approach in the clinic, giving broad In- 
formation on tho reasons people smoke, 
how smokers get started, the health haz- 
ards of smoking, the effects of cigarct 
smoking on nonsmokcrs, tho history of 
tobacco, and advertising gimmicks used 
to sell tobacco products. They never 
"talk down" to tho students. 


BY THE TIME they reached the sec- 


tion on advertising, at the end of the clin- 


ic, the room broke into laughter over the 
ridiculous ploys used in the ads. 


"Most kids have been smoking for two 


or three years by the time we get them,". 
said Maddox. Results of a questionnaire 
filled out by students at the end of the 
seminar show the parents of most of the 
students in the clinic smoke. Of the 232 
students who completed questionnaires, 
05 said they would like to quit smoking 
and 60 said they would like to cut down 
on the number of cigarcts. 


Maddox is pleased with the clinic's 


success, but he is still concerned that he 
is only seeing the "top of the iceberg." 
The clinic is for students who get caught, 
he said, but there are many more stu- 
dents who don't get caught or continue to 
smoke in the smoking area. How do you 
put them In the clinic without taking 
away the clinic as an alternative to a 
three-day suspension, he asks? 


"It's not as far as I would like to go," 


Maddox said, "but it's a beginning."

Will make sure there's no flooding 
Residents win battle 
over culvert opening 


Residents of northeast Mount Prospect 


have won their battle to delay the open- 
ing of the Soo Lino R.R. culvert on 
McDonald Creek. 


Nancy Phllllpl of the governor's task 


force on flood control said Thursday tho 
culvert will not be opened "without first 
doing whatever work Is necessary" to 
make sura flooding docs not result. 


Residents in tho area were concerned 


that flooding might occur when water 
from the new culvert was forced into a 
smaller culvert downstream. 


Tho state has sold tho opening of tho 


culvert will decrease upstream water 
levels by four feet, but result In only a 
Hi-Inch increase In tho downstream wa- 
ter level. Residents maintain that this Is 
impossible. 


Noting that she could not bo definite 


about state plans for tho culvert, Mrs, 
Phllllpl said it is likely the state will wid- 


en the downstream channel all the way 
to the Des Plalnes River before opening 
the culvert. 


MRS. PI1ILLIPI sold there arc, how- 


ever, other possible ways to prevent In- 
creases in water level along the creek. 
For example, she noted that one resident 
at a meeting of the Parkview Home- 
owners Assn. this week suggested build- 
Ing a retention basin above the culvert. 


Because any project will depend on 


whether state funds arc available, Mrs. 
Phiilipi said sho cannot estimate how 
long downstream improvements will 
take. 


"My objective is to get It all done with- 


in the next fiscal year, and that may be 
optimistic," sho said. 


Mrs. Phlllipl said additional delays 


may be caused by homeowners con- 
cerned about the amount of land they 
may lose along the creek as channel 1m-

A 21-year-old Palatine Township woman was killed Wednes- 


day night when her auto was struck almost head-on by a 
Schaumburg police squad car. The patrolman driver has been 
relieved of duty. 


Christine Lovan, 1079 N. Deer Ave., driver of one of the 


cars, died four hours after the accident which occurred about 
11:35 p.m. on Roscllc Road just south of Thacker Street. 


She was transported to Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights after Schaumburg firefighters worked 
feverishly to free her body from the wreckage. 


Patrolman David Mabbltt, 24, suffered a sprained back, 


cuts,and bruises and was treated at the same hospital and 
released. Mabbitt a policeman for a year, was charged by 
Sheriff's Police with improper passing. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Conroy has filed a depart- 


mental charge Involving core of equipment against Mabbitt. 
Conroy said the State's Attorney's Office is awaiting a coro- 
ner's inquest to see If other charges are warranted. 


The squad car and the Lovan vehicle were demolished. The 


engine block of the police vehicle was torn away by the im- 
pact of the near head-on collision. 


POLICE SAID MABBITT was driving south on Roselle 


Road and passed a slower vehicle on the two-lane road. He 
was swinging his car back into his lane of traffic when be 
sldeswiped a northbound car driven by Roy Struve, 27, of 707 
E. Algonquin Rd., Arlington Heights, authorities said. 


The squad car then crashed with the Lovan car, which was 


just behind the Struve car, authorities reported. Struve was 
not injured in the accident. 


Sheriff's Police handled the accident Investigation because 


the Schaumburg Police Dept. has a policy of having state or 
county police investigate mishaps involving squad cars.

Groups see battle before county xoners 
Homeowners continue Rob Roy fight 


Homeowner groups in northeast Mount 


Prospect are continuing the fight against 
tho proposed development of the Rob 
Roy Golf Course, despite the village 
board's rejection of the project this 
week. • 


"I would expect it will end up at the 


Cook County Zoning Board at this point," 
said Ron Burton, president of the North- 
west Suburban Council of Associations, 
which consists of homeowners groups. 
He said the council will try to keep oppo- 
sition to the project alive in preparation 
for a battle before the county zoning 
board. 


Burton said he was pleased with the 


village board's rejection of the project. 
"That was battle No. 1," he said. "But 
we've got the Cook County zoning board 
to worrk about, and we've got possible 
court battles to worry about." 


Officials of Kenroy Inc., SkoMe, which 


lost its bid to build 2,350 apartment units 
in the village, have said they will seek 
county zoning for 4,500 units. A final de- 
cision on applying to the county is ex- 
pected next week. 


RON CASSIDY, president of the Riv- 


erhurst Civic Assn., said his group has 
not yet formulated plans for continuing 
the fight against the Kenroy devel- 
opment. "We just got over the one victo- 
ry so far," he said, referring to Tues- 
day's defeat of the project. 


Cassidy said he expects his group to 


present much of the same evidence to 
the county zoning board as was pre- 
sented to the village. The evidence in- 
cluded petitions against the project 
signed by 3,095 residents. 


"Our most important motive right now 


is to keep the issue alive and keep the 
organization intact," Cassidy said, noting 
that opposition to the project grew with 


each meeting. He said the opposition 
probably reached its peak Tuesday night, 
estimating more than 200 people packed 
the village board room and overflowed 
onto stairs of the village hall. 


WHILE THE VARIOUS homeowners' 


groups will continue discussing their 
strategy in fighting any Rob Roy devel- 
opment, Burton said no definite action 
can be taken "until we are notified by the 
Cook County Zoning Board that the hear- 
ings are to be held." 


Burton sold he Is confident the county 


zoning board will reject zoning for a 
4,500-unit development, but added con- 
cerned citizens cannot afford to rest on 
their laurels. 


"We as interested citizens must take 


the position that we will not ignore what 
goes on at the Cook County Zoning Board 
hearings," he said.

POLICE SAID MABBITT was driving south on Roselle 


Road and passed a slower vehicle on the two-lane road. He 
was swinging his car back into his lane of traffic when he 
sideswiped a northbound car driven by Roy Struvc, 27, of 707

Expand senior center 
with federal funds?

Federal funds available under the U.S. 


Housing and Community Development 
Act could be used to build a senior-citi- 
zen center as part of the housing project 
for the elderly planned at Wing and Min- 
er streets, village officials were told 
Thursday. 


Victor Wjilchlrk. executive director of 


the County Housing Authority, told the 
village community development team 
that the social center already planned for 
an elderly-housing project could be ex- 
panded to double its size If the grant 
money were channeled Into it. He said 
I lie (.-.vpanded center could serve an addi- 
tional 130 persons as well as the 150 to 
180 residents of the project. 


The policy team recommended that 


$100.000 of Arlington Heights first-year 
$113,000 allocation of the housing and 
community development act be used to 


expand the project's .social center as an 
interim step toward the creation of a se- 
nior-citizens' center to serve the entire 
village. 


WALCIIIKK AND project architect 


John Sclilossman, of Locblc, Schlossman. 
Bennett and Durt, said the final size of 
the social center depended on whether 
any of the the money would have to be 
used to provide additional parking. 


Under one scheme, $20,000 of the grant 


would go toward the additional parking. 
The remaining $80,000 would Increase the 
social center's size from 2400 by 2,000 
square feet. Schlossman said. 


If the additional parking to serve the 


center could be located off the project 
site, the center could be doubled in size, 
VYalchirk said.

SO su- 
perintendent from I960 to 1060, leaving to 
become superintendent of schools in 1th- 
ncn, N. Y. Ho has since worked for Har- 
per and Row Publishers and was a 
teacher at the National College of Educa- 
tion In Evanston. 


BARDWELL IS glad to be back In his 


old stomping grounds and makes It no 
secret that ho Is a candidate for per- 
manent superintendent. The board of 
education expects to select a permanent 
superintendent within three to six 
months. 


In the interim, Barducll will be "act- 


Ing" in namo only. 


"I'll do all that I can while I'm here. I 


don't plan on acting any different than if 
I were to stay hero forever," ho said. 


Admitting his influence might bo less be- 
cause of his temporary situation, he said, 
"I think it will be clear to people which 
way I want to push, which direction I 
want to go." 


Many people In the district who worked 


with Bardwell In the past arc hoping he 
will bring back the "golden era" of the 
60s. After several years under the tight 
reign of Ervlti, they welcome Bardwcll's 
philosophy of decentralizing the district 
and returning some control and responsi- 
bility to principals and teachers. 


"I believe In decentralization in the to- 


tal sense," Bardwell said. "Schools 
should reflect the principal rather than 
the central administration. The individ- 
ual school Is where the business goes on. 
That's where the Important decisions 
should bo made." 


THE BOARD OF education, he be- 


lieves, should manage and monitor the 
schools. "The board and administration 
have an important role in seeing that the 
system is working. They must set up a 
system of evaluation to make sure it 
works." 


Bardwell also believes the school dis- 


trict should offer diversity In its educa- 
tional program. He envisions one school 
offering perhaps an individualized ap- 
proach while another would follow a 
structured, traditional program. 


"Parents should bo given a choice of 


educational programs and schools," he

said. "If they see something In their 
neighborhood school they can't buy, the 
parent should have the right to pick an- 
other school. They have the choice now 
but we make It hard for them — it's done 
so seldom. It should be so common it's 
comfortable." 


Bardwell also would like to see more 


diversity In educational materials. A 
single text should bo used as an anchor, 
guaranteeing the continuity of the aca- 
demic program, "but teachers should 
feel they have a responsibility to depart 
from that anchor. They should use what- 
ever they can find to teach that child 
effectively. There's more types of kids 
than one text can fulfill." 


BARDWELL WANTS his schools to re- 


spond to the needs of the community 
whenever possible. "Let's say the No. 1 
concern in the community is the need.for 
a good day-care program. If we were to 
move into that area, provide the care, 
get some federal funding, we might be 
looked on as Innovative. But we would 
only be responding to a parent need. 


"As superintendent I will suggest some 


things for the district to do, but they 
won't be relevant unless there is a 
need," he said. 


Bardwell feels his years in industry 


and teaching have given him a better 
perspective on being n superintendent. 


"The superintendency is an exposed 


job," he said. "You get weary. It's Im- 
portant to have a sabbatical, get away 
from it, step back and take a look at the 
whole picture. In publishing I had a 
chance to renew myself. I had time to 
visit lots of schools and sec them from 
the outside. By teaching I got into more 
theory. Now I'm really ready to come 
back."

ago, In which $75 In cash was taken by 
two persons wearing ski masks. Police 
recovered two pellet pistols allegedly 
used In tho robbery. 


Rolling Meadows police charged Sin- 


clair with possession of stolen property, 
and six counts of burglary. One of tho 
broaklns was at tho home of Thomas 
Schwartz, 3714 Bluebird Ln., Rolling 


Meadows. Tho three juveniles also were 


charged in the six burglaries, and with 
theft of an auto owned by William Col- 
kcr, 3102 Swallow Ln. 


Crltes was charged with tho burglary 


at the Schwartz home. 


POLICE RECEIVED the report of tho 


Schwartz burglary at about 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, and Oct. Michael Condroski 
was checking gathering places for sus- 
pects when ho saw Crltcs wearing the 
jacket In tho bowling alley, said police.

Residents of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 


and Prospect Heights who attended a 
meeting with tho Harper College Board 
of Trustees Thursday expressed support 
for a second Harper campus near their 
communities. 


Unlike residents of Arlington Heights 


and Mount Prospect who attended ear- 
lier meetings with the college board and 
asked skeptical questions about tho col- 
lego's second campus plans, the 30 per- 
sons who attended Thursday's meeting In 
Wheeling indicated by their questions 
support of tho second campus. 


Tho tone of tho meeting was set by 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
who said that when ho first heard of the 
college's plans and showed representa- 
tives of the college around Wheeling 
looking for vacant land "I got a great 
feeling built up that pretty soon we'd 
have tho college In our backyard." He 
told tho board ho was disappointed by 
delay In Retting the land for the site. 


HARPER BOARD Pros. William Kelly 


told Scanlon, "We shruld put you in 
charge of tho public relations program 
for the second site." Ho explained that 
the college is negotiating with the Mayo 
Clinic for purchase of land at Palatine 
and Schocnbcck roads in Arlington 
Heights and that "we'll move as quickly 
as tho law allows" on the second site. 


College Pros. Robert Lahtl said that he 


anticipates a referendum in the fall to 
raise funds to buy the second site If nego- 
tiations with tho Mayo Clinic go smoothly 
and tho college Is able to get quick ap- 
proval for tho purchase from tho Illinois 


Community College Board. 


Board members also explained to resi- 


dents of the Lake County part of Buffalo 
Grove that legislation will be needed be- 
fore that area could join the Harper Col- 
lege district. The area, served by the 
Stevenson High School district, recently 
voted to take itself out of the Lake Coun- 
ty Community College District. 


Board member Marilyn Maricr ex- 


plained that until a law is passed allow- 


ing the area to join the Harper district, 
the Stevenson High School district will be 
charged the difference between in-dis- 
trict and out-of-dlstrict Harper tuition for 
residents of the area who attend Harper. 


MRS. 
MARIER also said that the 


educational program for tho college's 
second campus has not been planned and 
that plans now call for no building on the 
site until 1980. However, she said the sec- 
ond campus will be planned to try to

have to travel between the new campus 
and the college's campus in Palatine. 


"There are some programs — like den- 


tal hygiene — that require high capital 
costs that we couldn't duplicate at the 
second campus, but philosophically, we 
want to make the second campus a real 
campus with full facilities." 


College Vice Pres. William Mann said 


purchase of the second campus with a 
bond issue, would probably add BO cents 
to $1 to the property tax bill of a resident 
of the district. The state, he said, will 
pay 75 per cent of the cost of the land 
and the cost of construction.

and the Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 
sion has resulted in the softening of 
building restrictions along Arthur Ave- 
nue.

ers, the proposed ordinance will: 


• Require a five-foot landscaped front 


yard. The draft ordinance would have re- 
quired a 15-foot front yard. 


• Retain requirement for a 20-foot 


rearycnrd as a buffer to residences in 
the area. Rolf C. Campbell, planning con- 
sultant for Progress Development, had 
urged eliminating the rear yards In favor 
of screening with fences of tall hedges. - 


• Eliminate requirement for sideyards 


on both sides of a building. The plan 
commission, at the insistence of the de- 
velopers, would allow buildings to the lot 
line on one side with 12-foot yard on the 
other side. If a builder opted for two side 
yards, each would have to be a minimum 
of six feet, the commission decided. 


• Permit buildings a maximum length 


of 200 feet, rather than the 150 feet in the 
draft copy. 


• Allow 70 per cent of the lot to cover 


by the building, up 10 per cent from the 
draft ordinance. 


• Limit buildings to two stories, not to 


exceed 25 feet in height. 


• Limit businesses In the zoning dis- 


trict to service operations with sales as a 
sideline. Included In the permissible uses 
arc repair shops, bakeries, cleaners, lab- 
oratories and studios. 


Village planner Joe Kcsler said the vil- 


lage now has only eight acres for the 
zoning area but needs about 30 acres. 


He said of the Arthur Avenue area, 


"This is the only area where service 
could move In. Tho Idea was to reserve 
land for the badly needed personal ser- 
vices."
